Litvinoff Dies

MOSCOW — (A*)— An 
official 
foreign office announcement dis­ 
closed today the death of Maxim 
Maximovich Litvinoff, who key­ 
noted his collective security policy 
as Soviet Foreign Commissar with 
the 
often-quoted 
declaration, 
“Peace Is Indivisible.” He was 75. 
Litvinoff died Dec. 31 and funeral 
arrangements 
were 
complete 
when his death was 
announced 
today. 
Pravda, organ of 
the 
central 
committee 
of 
the 
Communist 
party, on w h i c h 
Litvinoff had 
been a member, called 
him 
an 
“Old Bolshevik and 
outstanding 
Soviet diplomat.” 
P ravda’s obituary 
notice 
was; 
eight paragraphs 
long.

was 
printed on the back page.

The 
plump, 
fatherly-looking 
^•diplomat won western recognition 
for Bolshevist Russia and fought 
without 
success 
for 
collective 
force to prevent World War II. 
He was a wartime ambassador to 
Washington. 
Litvinoff was foreign commis­ 
sar from 1930 to 1939. 
But his fortunes rose and fell 
v itll the Kremlin's feelings about 
the western democracies, 
and he 
v'as completely eclipsed atter he 
was fired In the reduced rank of 
deputy foreign minister on Aug 
??. 1946. His fall from office fore­ 
shadowed the cold war. for of all 
Soviet officials he \v as regarded 
as the one who truly wanted to 
get along with the west.

Fatal To IJO 


(B y The Associated Press) 
The four-day New Year’s week 
end took 602 lives in violent ac­ 
cidents. bringing the death 
toll 
from Christmas and 
New Year 
accidents to nearly 1,400. 
Traffic mishaps, as usual, 
ac­ 
counted for the greatest toll over 
the New Year holiday—367 dead. 
Another 69 perished in fires, and 
166 were victims of miscellaneous 
accidents, including plane crashes. 
The National 
Safety 
Council 
had estimated 350 persons would 
be killed in traffic mishaps dur­ 
ing the New' Year holiday. 
The toll from a variety of mis­ 
cellaneous accident:? was boosted 
by the crash of an Air Force C-47 
plane on a Central Arizona moun­ 
tain. with a loss of 28 lives; and 
the wreck of a nonscheduled C-46 
airliner in the Allegheny foothills 
of New York state, in which 26 
persons died. 
The four-day death 
toll 
still 
was lower than the record 789 to­ 
tal for the previous wreek’s lour- 
day Christmas holiday. 
That toll 
included 535 traffic victims.

Acheson Policies Given 
In New Volume By Bundy

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — When 
Secretary of State A ch eson -fin ­ 
ished explaining our China policy 
to a Senate committee during the 
M acArthur hearings last spring, 
Senator Wiley of Wisconsin had 
a comment. 
Wiley, who succeeded the late 
Senator Vandenberg 
as 
ranking 
Republican on the Senate Foreign 
Relations committee, has one of 
the key congressional jobs on for­ 
eign 
affairs. 
The 
w hite-haired 
Wiley said: 
“Mr. Secretary. I think that you 
should be 
complimented 
on 
a 
pretty clear-cut statement as to 
the facts that heretofore were not 
brought to our attention in rela­ 
tion to this Chinese situation . . .” 
Book in Controversy 
McGeorge Bundy, editor of 
a 
book on Acheson published Mon­ 
day— “The Pattern of Responsib­ 
ly *’— recalls 
this 
incident 
and 
says dryly in a footnote: 
“Senator 
W iley’s 
comment 
is 
somewhat surprising; almost all 
of Acheson’s statement was a re­ 
sume of facts published two years 
before in the white 
paper 
on 
China.” 
(That was a 1.054 page book 
produced by the state department 
to explain the history and fail­ 
ure 
of 
our 
dealings 
with

Chinese. At once it became the 
center of hot congressional argu­ 
ment.)

TT'VERY 
lair-m inded person 
that there are 
problems 
with medical care for Hie people which re­ 
main unsolved. By the same token, every 
fan-m inded 
person also recognizes that 
tremendous progress in expanding and bet­ 
tering medical care has been made in re­ 
cent years. 
The 
v o l u n t a r y medical insurance sys­ 
tems, which provide protection 
for 
the 
family at a cost of a few dollars a month, 
have been an outstanding success. 
Their 
membership runs into the tens of millions 
and is growing still. But the proponents of 
compulsory government health insurance, 
which b a polite term for semi-socialized 
medicine, have criticized 
them 
on 
the 
grounds that they do not cover catastrophic 
illness—that is. chronic ailments of long 
duration. 
Yet the tact is that the proposed govern­ 
ment insurance system does not meet this 
problem. It provides only tor a brief and 
limited period of hospitalization and other 
services. It would offer nothing that pri­ 
vate plans do not offer. But it would sub­ 
stitute compulsion for voluntary action by 
the individual, 
and it would saddle the 
medical fraternity and the taxpayers of the 
nation with a great new bureaucracy with 
an annual budget of many billions. 
Moreover, much work is now being done 
by the medical men and the voluntary in­ 
surance 
organizations 
in 
attacking 
the 
problem of catastrophic illness. It is an ex ­ 
tremely difficult problem, and it will not 
be solved quickly or easily. But. step by 
step, the goal ol ever-improving medical 
care for all is being reached. 
American health standards are now' the 
best in the world. That is an accomplish­ 
ment of free medicine and voluntary ac­ 
tion by the people. Still better standards 
will result from the same causes.

Washington—The big three of the auto 
industry are flying to Washington to pro­ 
test a diastic order by Mobilizer Charlie 
Wilson which would cut automobile m anu­ 
facture in the second quarter of 1952 by 
about two-thirds. This would mean only 
one-tinrd as many new-model cars after 
March. 
Wilson s order would cut production from 
1.600,000 
cars 
the first three months ol 
1951 to 630.000 cars in 
April, 
May 
and 
June of 1952. This would not only make 
new automobiles scarce, but would tem­ 
porarily throw 33.000 auto workers out of 
jobs in Detroit. 
As a result, the auto industry is .sending 
its first team—C. E. Wilson, president of 
General Motors; L. L. Colbert, president of 
Chrysler, and young Henry Ford, president 
of Ford—to try to talk Wilson out. of the 
drastic cut. They will fly to Washington 
January IO. 
United Auto Workers’ Chief 
W.dtei Reuther will sit in on the confer­ 
ence. 
Mobilizer Wilson agreed to heal the auto 
leaders atter a conference last week with 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams and Sen. Blan 
Moody ol Michigan, plus Secretary of La­ 
bor Maurice Tobin, Assistant Secretary ol 
Defense Anna Rosenberg and other mo­ 
bilization officials. 
Meanwhile, General Motors has charged 
Wilson with discriminating against the auto 
industry by cutting steel for automobiles 
20 per cent, yet increasing steel for rail­ 
roads 30 per cent and for the oil industry 
32 per cent. 
Wilson ha.5 angrily replied that railroads 
and oil are necessarily for defense, thai it 
isn’t the steel shortage but 
the 
copper 
shortage that is chiefly limiting automobile 
production. Wilson also wants to disperse 
tne auto industry by scattering new plants 
around the country in case of atomic raids, i 
This is opposed by Governor Williams and 
Senator Moody, who argue that the tech­ 
nical know-how is concentrated in Detroit 
and that new plants can be built in the De­ 
troit suburbs out of A-bomb range of each 
other.

Previously Ford sold its 
plant in Iron Mountain where it 
had made station wagons 
Today's sale, according to the

The Ford lodge, which the elder 
Henry Ford used as a retreat, is 
part of the personal property.

But a new and better relation­ 
ship of public power policy to­ 
wards private power seem to be 
in the making. 
Oscar 
Chapman, 
Secretary of 
the 
Interior, concedes that “the 
private power industry is doing a 
good job of expansion to meet de­ 
fense needs. But if private power 
companies did even more expand­ 
ing, 
it 
would cut down on the 
need for more public power.” 
Secretary Chapman has placed 
James T. Fairm an in the Defense 
Electric 
Power 
Administration. 
Fairm an is a vice 
president 
of 
New York Edison, an experienced 
utilities executive acceptable to 
the power industry. 
“The 
Defense 
Electric Power 
Administration will not be used to 
penalize private power expansion 
in any way,” says Secretary Chap­ 
man. 
“Private power companies will 
get top priority on materials lur 
their expansion programs.” 
\ 


Material Shortage 
Biggest 
obstacle to continuing 
both private and public power ex­ 
pansion to meet defense needs is 
the shortage of construction m a­ 
terials—steel, copper, aluminum, 
nickel and other alloys. 
So 
great 
are 
these shortages 
that George M. Gadsby. president 
of Utah Power and of the Edison 
Electric Institute, concedes that in 
1952 there may be a 25 per cent 
reduction in scheduled generating 
capacity expansion, with a 50 per 
cent cut in scheduled steam plant 
expansion. 
The Federal Power Commis 
after surveying requirements 
the next three years, makes 
flat statement: 
“There is no place in the coun­ 
try today where a load of 200.000 
kilowatts for an additional four- 


years 
when 
Harold 
Ickes was 
Secretary of the Interior, public 
power 
appropriations 
averaged 
about $35 million a year. 
Under Secretary of Interior J u ­ 
lius A. Krug in the next three 
years, power appropriations aver­ 
aged $63 imllion. 
Under Secretary Chapman, pow­ 
er appropriations have been $140 
million in 1950, then $148 million 
in 1951 and $161 million in the 
current fiscal year. 
During these three years,'Secre­ 
tary Chapman has also secured 
approval for twice as many miles 
of government transmission lines 
as in previous years. 
But 
he 
has 
also made more 
“wheeling” contracts under which 
private power companies buy, ex­ 
change or transmit power gener­ 
ated at government dams for pre­ 
ferred government clients like the 
Rural Electrification Administra­ 
tion co-ops. 
His policy sums up as an effort 
to do everything possible to accel­ 
erate both public and private pow­ 
er development. 
Believing in pri- 
vat competition, Chapman never­ 
theless supports the idea that com­ 
petition from government power 
is a healthy thing where private 
power companies have a monopoly. 
If 
national defense needs 
for 
electric power had been left en­ 
tirely 
to 
private 
expansion, 
it 
could not have met the country’s 
needs, he says. 
Chapman contends that tile pri­ 
vate power companies made m any 
mistakes—as in not expanding to 
meet rural electrification needs.

‘Happy New Year/ World’s 
Oldest Holiday Greeting 


WASHINGTON, D. C —“Happy 
New Year,” said in one way or an­ 
other, is probably the world’s old­ 
est 
and 
most universal holiday 
greeting. 
The coming of the new year has 
been marked and celebrated since 
prehistoric time. It has not always 
been 
January 
I, 
however, and 
even now many peoples celebrate 
some 
other 
date as New Year’s 
Day, says the National Geographic 
Society. 
January I, in fact, is an arbi­ 
trary date set by the Romans be­ 
fore Julius Caesar established the 
calendar that is the basis for the 
date used in most Western coun­ 
tries. January I, in ancient Rome, 
marked the day that consuls and 
other officials took office, and un­ 
til Caesar set things straight it 
was sometimes juggled consider­ 
ably for the political benefit of 
one officeholder or another. 
Caesar Made Mistake 
An error in Caesar’s calculation 
(365V4 
days), 
however, allowed 
Jahuary I to creep away from its 
original astronimical place, and by 
1582 when Pope Gregory XIII in­ 
stituted the reformed Julian cal­ 
endar in use today, spring’s first 
day 
had 
gained 14 days on the 
stars. 
Gregory in 1582 ordained 
that 
October 
4 be followed by 
October 
15, 
thus adjusting the 
calendar to A. D. 325, the year of 
the Church Council of Nicea. 
The Gregorian correction of the 
Julian calendar is close to mathe­ 
matical accuracy. It makes allow­ 
ance for the fact that a year is 
about ll minutes less than 365Vt 
days long by not only inserting 
leap years—such as 1952—every 
four years, but also by omitting 
“leap days” in the even century 
years 
divisible 
by 
400, such as 
1600, 2000, 2400, etc. 
Practical as it is, the Gregorian 
calendar gained slow acceptance. 
The British Empire, including its 
American colony, did not adopt it 
until 1752. Young George Wash­ 


ington, 
who 
had 
turned 20 on 
February ll, 1752, had to wait un­ 
til February 22, 1753 to attain his 
majority. 
Reforms Suggested 
Calendal reforms are frequently 
proposed. The Gregorian calendar 
is so widely used, however, that 
even the Chinese, who celebrate 
their next New Year in February, 
have in recent decades recognized 
January I for business and gov­ 
ernmental purposes. 
The Jewish New Year in 1952 
will begin at sunset September 19, 
and the Mohammedan year starts 
just 24 hours later. In both cases 
the celebration is largely religious. 
A change of the Western World’s 
Gregorian New Year’s day would 
involve 
considerable 
difficulty. 
Race horses would change their 
birthday, because they always add 
a year on January I. Accountants 
and tax collectors would have to 
reshuffle their fiscal calculations; 
schools would lose the convenient 
Christmas-New 
Year 
vacation 
schedule, and greeting card mak­ 
ers 
would 
have 
to revise the 
plates 
saying “Merry Christmas 
and Happy New Year.” 
Celebrations probably would re­ 
main the same regardless of the 
day. New Year’s Day is celebrat­ 
ed all over the world, no matter 
whether it is January I, Septem­ 
ber 19 or the vernal equinox. All 
religions observe the start of a 
new year with prayer and servi­ 
ces.

w adable at the right price. 
L etters come to m e from cities 
in the C entral West, stating that 
good citizens. 
em ploying 
m any 
people, are forced to move aw ay 
because of lack of 
housing. 
If 
these com m unities have truly p a ­ 
triotic citizens, they will get to­ 
gether and start a cam paign to 
get new houses built. 
Reasons For Continued Demand 
It is true that the price of new 
houses has gone up considerably 
during the past few years; but 
have they gone up in price m ore 
than almost everything else? It is 
unreasonable 
for 
w agew orkers, 
m an u factu rers and even shopkeep­ 
ers to com plain about 
the 
in­ 
crease in building costs w hen they 
are getting sim ilar increases for 
labor, agricultural products, m a n u ­ 
factured goods and m erchandise. 
Of course, building will fall off; 
but w hen that tim e 
comes, 
and 
prices are lower, 
most 
people 
w on’t have the m oney to take a d ­ 
vantage of the bargains' 
Also re m e m b er that our popu­ 
lation is rapidly increasing. T here 
are around 155,000,000 people in 
the U. S. today w ith a total a n n u ­ 
al income of $275 billions, com ­ 
pared w ith 
125.000,000 
popula­ 
tion and $60 billions national in ­ 
com e only tw en ty years ago. We 
also m ust realize that a w ell-built 
and w ell-located house is one of 
the best hedges against inflation, 
continuing to hold its own, or in­ 
crease, as the dollar decline in 
value. For those w ho own a good 
hom e and do not care to build 
another for rental, here is a sug­ 
gestion for use of your money. 
Consider B uilding Stocks 
Seventy-five p er cent 
of

cost of m aterials in

hom e 
is 
spent on four things: (I) Cement; 
(2) 
lum ber 
and 
Shingles; 
(3) 
wall board and plaster; and (4) 
paint. By buying stocks in one of 
the leading com panies m an u fac­ 
turing these four basic products, it 
is possible to profit w ith the b u ild ­ 
ing industry. W hen the next de­ 
pression comes, the price of these 
stocks w ill go dow n w ith ev e ry ­ 
thing else: b u t they should come 
back again in price quickly. The 
following suggests four such com ­ 
panies:

when Columbus discovered Amer­ 
ica. As a “teenager” among trees

the Pilgrims landed on Plymouth 
Rock. It, was in the prime of life 
when the Liberty Bell rang out 
the birth of a new nation, and IOO 
years later it 
still 
showed 
no 
signs of old age 
or 
decay. 
The 
group stood near the shores of an 
inland lake. and the great trunks, 
80, 90, and even IOO feet to the 
first limb, were like the columns 
in an immense cathedral. 
Wind In The Pines 
It was a quiet scene, the ground 
carpeted with pine needles 
with 
no underbrush, and the moccasin- 
ed feet of Indians passing on the 
trail now and then gave forth no 
sound. But far above the 
breeze 
was sighing in the majestic pine 
tops, no sound like it in all the 
world. A slow celestial music, ris­ 
ing and falling almost impercepti­ 
bly. it came from the nowhere and 
vanished into the nowhere, whisp­ 
ering of ages gone 
and ages 
to 
come— the “lost chord” in nature’s 
great cathedral.

comrades.

spring time floods and autumn 
quiet, and now this

Good Bye. There will

Fast Band Saws 
Hall & Buell logs came 
in

The 
logs are fed to it by 
a 
carnage 
shuttled back and forth

to stay on. 
Perfect Lumber 
A “gang” saw is a rack ol large 
thick saws set in a vertical fram e 
which oscillates up and down, cut­ 
ting only on the down stroke, the 
saws being spaced at varying dis­ 
tances to cut lumber of the thick­ 
ness desired. The gang Saw cuts 
the entire log or “cant” 
at 
one 
operation, whereas the band saw 
cuts only one board at a time, but 
very fast. 
In the Hall & Buell mill the logs» 
were 
usually 
slabbed 
on 
four 
sides with the band saws and the 
square “cant” then went to a large 
gang saw in the center of the mill. 
This big steam powered gang saw 
moved up and down so rast that 
it was almost a blur as compred 
with 
the 
slower 
water 
power 
gangs in the C L. and W. L. mills. 
The minority stockholders were 
sold on the merits of the 
band 
taw. but Abijah 
who owned 
51 
per cent of the stock couldn’t be 
budged. He was sold on the merits 
of his perfect “gang sawed 
lum ­ 
ber”—in fact advertised it—and in 
•all fairness to him it must be said 
the only lumber to equal it is the 
“4 square” lumber turned out in 
the precision mills 
of the 
giant 
W eyerhaueser Co. on the Pacific 
coast. I am told 
that 
the 
only 
rem ark Abijah 
made after 
this 
visit was that he wasn’t gong “to 
have his 
lumber 
cut 
by 
light­ 
ning”. 
Gang Sawing Wasteful 
About this time Mr. A J Fox, 
vice president and the most influ­ 
ential stockholder next to Weston, 
came out in tile office where I was 
working on the books, 
and 
said, 
“Will, I wish you 
would 
figure 
out how much money we would 
have saved on last year's cut if 
we had had band saws instead of 
gangs. I'd like the figures for the 
directors’ meeting tomorrow 
a i­ 
ternoon.” I said “All 
right 
Mr. 
Fox”, but I thought, “Oh boy. This 
is it.” I worked late 
that 
night, 
and was down at daylight the next 
morning, but when I handed Mr. 
Fox my figures about 1:00 p. 
rn. 
and he said, “That's about what I 
figured”. I felt well rewarded. As 
I remember 
it 
the 
figure 
was 
around $93,000.00 and would have 
been more except 
that 
a 
large 
percentage of that year’s cut was 
2” and 
thicker stock. 
In 
othei 
words the thick gam? saws were 
cutting about 
$93,000.00 
worth 
more of clear pine 
lumber 
into 
sawdust than the band saws cut­ 
ting a “kerf” only half 
as 
wide 
would have done.

Gas Found On Sun 
Deadly To Humans 
By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
CLEVELAND — </P) — A gas 
i deadly to humans has been found 
J on the sun. 
It is carbon monoxide, the le- 
I thai gas in an auto exhaust or 
j from a fire in a closed room. 
The sun contains trillions of tons 
of it. In all the sun, this gas made 
up of carbon and oxygen is the 
most abundant single molecule yet 
found. A molecule is a combina­ 
tion of two or more atoms. 
The discovery was reported to 
the American Astronomical Soci­ 
ety by Dis. Leo Goldberg, R. R. 
McMath, O. C. Motlier and A. K. 
Pierce, 
working at the McMath- 
Hulbert observatory at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
New Information 
They found the gas high in the 
sun’s flaming atmosphere. It was 
detected 
by studying 
the sun’s 
spectrum or light band with a 
sensitive infra-red photocell. 
It exists in huge amounts even 
though it makes up only a tiny 
fraction of one per cent of all 
the sun’s mass, Dr. Goldberg said. 
The sun is 99 per cent single 
atoms of hydrogen 
and 
helium. 
The rest is oxygen and some kinds 
of molecules. The discovery of car­ 
bon monoxide there 
gives 
new 
basic information about the sun. 
But there’s a new 
puzzle/ Dr. 
Goldberg said. It concerns carbon 
monoxide in the 
earth’s 
atmo­ 
sphere. 
Localizing Peculiar 
The gas has been detected over 
a mountain in Switzerland, but not 
over Mount Wilson in California. 
It was detected over Columbus, 
Ohio, but not over Lake Angelus 
in Michigan. 
The Ajow-you-fmd-it, now-you- 
don’t, might be explained by dif­ 
ferences in detecting instruments, 
by daily variations in the amount 
of the gas. or other reasons. At 
present, said Dr. Goldberg, it can 
only be concluded that carbon mo­ 
noxide in the earth’s atmosphere 
is "localized in a most peculiar 
fashion.”

Ohio Removes^All 
Fishing Restrictions 


L A N SIN G — M ichigan’s 
neigh­ 
bor state. Ohio, has gone all the 
w a y ‘ in rem oving restrictions 
on 
fishing. Effective 
next 
M arch I, 
Ohio w aters w ith a few 
excep­ 
tions will be open to year-ro u n d 
fishing w ith 
no 
restrictions 
on 
num bers of fish caught or on size. 


M ichigan is unlikely to follow 
O hio’s lead because of differences 
in types of fishing 
w aters 
and 
species of fish, especially in 
the 
northern p art of 
the 
state, 
al­ 
though the 1951 legislature open­ 


ed southern lakes to 
year-aroune 
fishing except for those 
specie* 
on which seasons are closed, e f­ 
fective last Septem ber 28. North­ 
ern lakes w ere opened 
to 
year- 
around fishing under sim ilar re­ 
strictions in 1946. 
Ohio 
has 
com paratively 
few 
lakes, most of them 
m an-m ade, 
and crappies are am ong the prin­ 
cipal species found in them . 
Recent action of the Michigan 
legislature wTas based on findings 
of the 
conservation 
department 
during a several-vear period 
in 
which certain southern lakes w ere 
opeend to year-around fishing on 
an experim ental basis.
